His father, 
Israel Washburn, was a native of Massachus- 
etts, a man of high honor and sterling integrity, 
who died in 1876 at the age of 92 years. Mr. 
Wasbburne's mother was a daughter of Samuel 
Benjamin, who descended direct from the Pil- 
grim Fathers, and whose services are recounted 
n the history of the Revolutionary War. Mr. 
Washburne was the third of seven 
brothers, all of whom have made their 
mark as representative American citizens. 
The elder, Israel Washburn Jr., was long in 
ublie life—ten years a member of Congress 
m Maine, two year Governor of that State, 
and for twelve years Collector of Portland, Me. 
The ther next younger than himself, Cadwal- 
lader C. Washburn of Wisconsin, represented 
that State in Congress for ten years, served dur- 
ing the whole War ofthe Rebellion, coming out 
as a Major-General of Volunteers, and was after- 
wards for two years Governor of Wisconsin. The 
ounger of the family, Gen. William D. Wash- 
rn of Minnesota, has served several terms in 
Congress from that State. Another brother. 
Charles A. Washburn, was United States Minis- 
ter Resident to Paraguay tor seven years, ap- 
pointed by Mr. Lincoln. 

Sp from such stock, Elihu B. Wash- 
burne was born at Livermore, in Oxford County, 
Maine, in September, 1816. His father kept a 
small country store, and while not en in 
making himselt generally useful Elihu went 
to school.

VIOLATING THE LAW. 


An Opinion in the Case of the Boston & 


Albany vs. the Central Vermont Filed 
by the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion—The Road's Defense Insufficient— 
An Order Issued to Cease Charging 
More for the Short than the Long Haul. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission was 
in session only long enough yesterday to file 
an opinion in the cases heard by it in Rut- 
land, Vt., the first of the present month, and 
te hear the Rev. E. R. Davis of tne Presby- 
terian Board of Home Missions.

The commission could not 
eompel action by merely expressing an opin- 
jon, as the roads would not be bound by it, 
and that was an objection to passing upon the 
question at all.

Justice Harlan’s Position.

“Boss” Maguire Says the Boston Post- 
master Must Go. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—“ Boss ”

Tue predictions of success which Lieut. 
Zahnski and his friends have made are en- 
tirely verified by his dynamite gun experi- 
ments at Fort Lafayette Tuesday last. The 
dynamite air gun has been often described in 
Tun Tateuns, as well as ite operauon. It is 
only necessary to state, therefore, that the 
target, an eighty-ton schooner, stationed a 
mile and a fifth away, was struck by two out 
of six shots, fifty pounds of dynamite being 
used, the first of which tore her to pieces, 
and the second reduced her to kindling-wood. 
The result shows that dynamite can be used 
in destroying invading war vessels, for this 
explosive will make as much hayoc with iron 
as with wood, and that any vessel an enemy 
may send against us can be blown out of 
water a mile away by one of these sixty feet 
air guns propelling a dynamite projectile. 
The success of this experiment, witnessed 
and approved by the Secretary, of the Navy, 
perhaps will stiffen up the Administration’s 
backbone a litue in dealing with foreign 
Powers. It is a pointer also of great value in 
the matter of the fishery troubles, and sug- 
gests a mode of settlement, if worst comes to 
worst, entirely independent of Bayard’s An- 
glo-Canadian Commission. 


NEW YORK MONEY MARKET TIGHTNESS. 

It is one of the mistakes of Wall street to 
suppose that New York holds a sort of first 
mortgage on the Treasury of the United 
States, to be foreclosed whenever the stock 
gainbiers get into a particularly tight place. 
Not long ago Harper of Vincinnati and his 
fellow-conspirators undertook to hold up and 
rob the Chicago Board of Trade. They 
threw into the pot all the money and assets 
they could lay their hands on, but it never 
seems to have occurred to them that the 
General Government was under any obliga- 
tion to help them out of the hole. A little 
later those two bonanza kings, Flood and 
Mackay, thought it would be a fine stroke of 
business to coax the grain-handlers of the 
Pacitic slope, some thousand or more, into 
a corner and scoop out of them a few mill- 
ions. They fooled themselves as to the 
amount of wheat on the coast, and instead of 
making their millions they were victims of 
their own skin game to an extent which 
threatened to bankrupt them both. In their 
distress they called on their old partner, 
Fair, to forgive and forget the row which 
had estranged them and save them and their 
bank, which he kindly did. If their opera- 
tions had been in worthless railroad stocks 
and at the financial centre of the country 
the Treasury of the United States would 
have been importuned in a voice half com- 
mand and half entreaty to relieve the money 
market.” Such a cry is going up today from 
the “ biter bit of Wall street, and it would 
appear from New York dispatches that the 
Administration is trying to hiton some way 
to afford the desired relief to the stock 
gamblers. The recent purchases of Govern- 
ment bonds were made more to help out Wall 
street stock operations than to benefit the 
country at large by reducing the Treasury 
surplus. 

It must be confessed that there are prece- 
dents for such an abuse of Treasury discre- 
tion; but it is none the less a great wrong, a 
positive prostitution of Government funds, 
to use them to bolster up a set of gamblers in 
their attempt at the highest of highway rob- 
bery. All this talk of a scarcity of money is 
arrant nonsense and downright imposition. 
In New York, as everywhere else in the coun- 
try, there is an ample supply of loanable 
funds, provided only the would-be borrower 
has fair collaterals to putup. The trouble 
with these distressed New York gentlemen 
is that the general public has got tired 
of being bunkoed into buying worthless 
and watered railroad stock at fictitious 
figures, and what they expected to 
sell at a handsome advance they must 
themselyes hold on a falling market. 
Margins already up are not sufficient, and 
when the banks call for more they turn their 
taces toward Washington and bawi out for 
‘Government relief. “ Lamb’s” wool is get- 
ting to be almost as scarce as the proverbial 
hen’s teeth. The present condition of affairs 
cannot last. The country is told that if Un- 
cle Sam does not come to the front with his 
money-bags the New York stock-gamblers 
will inaugurate a general panic and business 
everywhere will suffer collapse. In other 
words, the Rhine barons who have been 
levying robber tribute on the commerce of 
the river, finding themselves in distress, cry 
out for rescue on the ground that if they are 
left to themselves other interests will suffer 
also. ; 

Even if disposed to help there is really no 
way the Government could reach the case. 
Suppose it should go into the market and 
buy its bonds at a high premium right and 
left, the money paid out would not go into the 
hands of the Wall street speculators whose 
stock margins are wiped out. The banks 
would stall refuse to part with their gooa 
money except in exchange for good collat- 
erals. There is no scarcity, we repeat, of 
loanable funds. The shortage is in negotiable 
securities. So lung as the outside public was 
buying freely the cats and dogs of the 
street the banks looked with favor on stock 
loans, not inquiring too closely into the actual 
value of the same; but now that the “lambs” 
have parted company with the wolves the 
prices of the inflated stocks have sagged 
down, more margins have been calied, until 
the speculators are getting too tired to stand 
up, and they want to be carried off in Gov- 
ernment ambulances, when, as we have said, 
if the field were covered with them they 
could not get into them. Empty the Treas- 
ury of every dollar of its surplus and there 
would be the same “scarcity” for the gam- 
blers who bet on stocks above their value 
and for those not having the requisit col- 
laterals.

The strength of testimony goes to show 
that Mrs. Cleveland was intentionally guilty 
of the discourtesy she is said to have shown 
to Gov. and Mrs. Foraker at the Philadelphia 
reception in spite of her disclaimer, which 
now appears to have been an afterthought 
untruth, as the best way out of an exhibi- 
tion of bad manners and indefensible mis- 
conduct. It is clearly in evidence from eye 
witnesses who immediately preceded and 
followed Gov. Foraker and his wife that, 
while Mrs. Cleveland cordially welcomed ail 
the other members of the Ohio delegation 
and shook hands with them, and that while 
the President himself acknowledged their 
presence, she deliberately and maliciously 
“cut” them both. This is what Col. A. 8. 
Bashnell, a member of Gov. Foraker’s staff, 


savs about it: 

Gov. Beaver and party were warmly greeted 
by both the President and Mrs. Cleveland, who 
shook hands with them cordially. President 
Cleveland then shook hands with Gov. Foraker, 
but his face was as expressioniess as that of a 
sphinx. The Governor presented Mrs. Foraker 
and the President shook hands with her. Gov 
Foraker was then introduced to Mrs. Cleveland 
and extended his hand to her. She paid no at- 
tention to his re hand, but, taking a step 
backward and folding her hands, she stared 
straight at him without a s of recognition. 
Apparently giving no heed to this direct out, the 
Governor presented Mrs. Foraker. Mrs. Cleve 
land still s with folded hands, declining Mrs, 
Foraker s extended hand, and acknowledgin 
her presence only by a freezing inclination o 
her head. Gen. Aline and his wife were next 
presented to the President and Mrs. Cleveland, 
and both shook hands with them, and immedi- 
ately afterward Mrs. Bushnell and myself ware 
introduced and were received in the same cordia 
manner. The cut of Gov. and Mrs. Foraker was 
made more direct by our reception than it would 
have been had Mrs. Cleveland not shaken hands 
with the remainder of the Ohio party. 


Madame Cleveland mixed herself up in a 
personal matter between the President and 
the Ohio Governor, growing out of the flag 
episode, and selected a public occasion at 
which she and the President were invited 
guests of the City of Philadeiphia—thus 
standing on the same footing as the Gov- 
ernor and his lady—to show her discourtesy 


| and bad breeding. The Governor represents 


one of the three greatest States in the Union 
and has proved himself, it is to be hoped at 
least, as good and competent an officeholder 
as the President. Though Mrs. Cieveland is 
officially the ‘first lady” in the land, Mrs. 
Foraker is a most estimable lady and in 
every way her peer, The insult to her and her 
husband was an insult to the State which 
they represent and a public display of Mrs. 
Cleveland’s overbad manners. 

It adds to this display of ill-breeding that 
having been guilty of it she should ciaim she 
had not committed any discourtesy and 
should seek to throw the responsibility upon 
the master of ceremonies. The thing for 
Mrs. Cleveland to have done was to have ad- 
mitted it like a woman of spirit and plumply 
asked, What are you going to do about it? It 
would have placed her in a much better light 
than to commit the discourteous act and 
then deny the facts to evade the responsibili- 
ty of it. This shows not only bad manners, 
but weakness of character.

Grover Cleveland may have of him for his 
stalwart and manly defense of the flags. It 
probably is a matter of still less conséquence 
to Mrs. Foraker whether Mrs. Cleveland 
wishes to recognize her, not being dependent 
upon her for society or consideration. Mrs. 
Foraker is a lady whose position is assured 
and whose reputation could not be injured if 
the whole Folsom family should decline to 
recognize her. It is, however, a matter for 
mortification that the “first iady of the 
land,“ by her position an examplar for ali 
other ladies, should have seen fit to make 
such an exhibition of weakness, discourtesy, 
and female spite, even it she disliked the pa- 
triotic criticisms which Gov. Foraker passed 
upon her husband’s transparent effort to 
make political capital by returning the Rebel 
flags captured by the Union troops. A woman 
in Mrs. Cleveiand’s position should have had 
the tact on such an occasion not to have rec- 
ognized a dispute between the President ‘and 
Governor, as her husband is big enough to 
take care of himself. If she had had gen- 
wne womanly pride she would never have 
confessed before people to any knowledge of 
it and would have scored a point in her favor 
by displaying indifference, if not ignorance, 
that any dispute existed. 

AN IMPROVED INTER-STATE RULING. 

The ruling of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission announced in this city yesterday 
in the Central Vermont case is perhaps the 
most important.decision yet made by the 
board, and so far as it goes is considerable 
of an improvement over previous determina- 
tions of the Commissioners. At last a case 
has been decided against the wrong-going of 
a railroad, and a corporation engaged for 
some time past in open, unblushing violation 
of law is now formally warned to case and 
desist' from making illegal and unequal 
charges. Whether the order is a mere brau- 
tum fulmen, or whether it will be enforced 
and the law-defying corporation made to 
smart for its conduct, remains to be seen. 
The commission has simply issued notice to 
the carrier to quit violating the law, with 
the understanding that if the managers of 
the road yield obedience there will be no 
further unpleasantness, 

The opinion of the commission in this case 
is of value as indicating that Commissioner 
Fink’s latitudinarian competition theory 
heretofore seemingly approved by the board 
is not to be maintained. In this instance it 
appeared that the Vermont Central and its 
connections charged between St. Albans and 
Boston higher rates than between Boston 
and Detroit through St. Albans, and more 
between Boston and Ogdensburg than be- 
tween Boston and Chicago!

In notifying the Vermont Central to cease 
violating the law ana ordering it to observe 
the legal proportion between long and short 
haul rates the Commissioners are not very 
explicit as to whether the desired result is 
to be reached by leveling up or down. Pre- 
sumably, however, as the road must have 
through business and can obtain it only by 
competition with the direct trunk lines, 
it is expected to lower its local 
charges instead of advancing long-distance 
tariffs to the prohibitive point. The Com- 
missioners intimate that local rates fixed be- 
low the competitive charges for longer hauls 
will be found reasonable. According to the 
Inter-State Commerce act it is now the duty 
of the Commissioners to see that their order 
is strictly and faithfully obeyed, and if the 
offending corporation persists in violating 
the law to bring it before the United States 
courte forthwith. Will this be done? An 
order looking to the enforcement of the 
Inter-State act has been issued at last, but to 
be of any practical force and effect it must 
be executed ina manner to show railroad 
managers just whatis meant. The fact that 
a carrier haa been found guilty of flagrantiy 
violating the law every day during the last 
six months is sufficient reason why the 
Inter-State act should now be enforced 
against it without faltering or delay. Will 
it be done? 
GEORGE AND THE NEW YORK FARMERS. 

Henry George addressed a large gathering 
of New York farmers at the fair grounds at 
Fort Edward in Washington County one day 
last week in advocacy of his land confisca- 
tion theories, which, by the way, he whittled 
down and qualified to suit his audience. All 
the reports of the speech published in the 
New York papers indicate that the only por- 
tions of the harangue which evoked the ap- 
plause of his audience were the passages in 
which he denounced the attempts of alien 
aristocrats and capitalists to obtain large 
blocks of land in the Western States and 
Territories, and in which he scathingly con- 
demned the rent system of Great Britain and 
Ireland. It could have hardly escaped the 
attention of his hearers that if George could 
have his way he would introduce the British 
rent system in America, mervly changing 
the State for the landlord, but the oppression 
of rent would remain the same, and all free- 
holders would be reduced to thé serfish level 
of rack-rented tenants. 

At one point of his discourse he said; “If 
own the elements in which and from 
“which man must live TL am his master and 
he is my slave, just as truly as though the 
“law of the country gave me ownership of 
“his body. We abolished only one form of 
“slavery. Another is growing up among 
„ us—what we might call industrial slavery.” 
This is George's way of saying that owner 
ship of land in America 1s slavery. It was 
necessary to resort to resonant and mystify- 
ing phrases to put that doctrine before an 
audience of New York freehold farmers. 
Not one of them could be made to see that 
because he owned his farm it made some one 
else who owned no land whatever his slave. 
George's alleged slave has it in his owa 
power to become a land-renter. Millions of 
people in the towns can rent farms just as 
easily and chéaply now from the owners 
as they would be able to do from the State if 
George’s system should be instituted. There 
is no corner on land. Every landowner is 
willing to sell for what the land is worth. 

All the public lands of the country are not 
preémpted yet, and there is land everywhere 
for sale, in some places at such a moderate 
rate as to bring it within the power of any 
tairly industrious man to purchase it. Those 
“industrial slaves of the great cities, and 
for whom George’s heart bleeds so much in 
public, and who are now “in want and 
squalor,” as he claims, have it within their 
power to become either owners or renters of 
land at the price which George’s State would 
charge—the full rental value. They do not, 
however, seem desirous of experimenting 
with George’s theories. 

Probably nine-tenths of those parade vic- 
tims of the apostle of land nationalization 
are men who were trained to agricultural 
pursuits asrenters inthe countries of the 
Old World. When they came here they 
evinced no anxiety either to own or rent 
land. They had the opportunity equally 
with millions of other citizens who have be- 
come owners. They have yet the opportunity 
to get homesteads almost tor nothing. ‘They 
may any day become renters on as favorable 
terms of rent as Georgeism offers. There 
Were thousands in that audience at Fort 
Edward who had not a better opportunity 
and who are now the proud owners of the 
farms which they cultivate. 

But what plan would George propose to 
emancipate the “industrial slaves.” He pre- 
sented it inaslightly modified form to the 
New York farmers. He proposed, he said,

good quality and with exceptional advantages 
pay into a common fund for the benefit of all.

THREE JUDGES FOR CRIMINAL BUSINESS. 

Cook County has now twenty Judges of 
record and the County Jail is full of un- 
tried prisoners for whose support the tax- 
payers have to pay the Sheriff. The 
Constitution guarantees every prisoner a 
fair and speedy trial; but there are many 
inmates of the jail who have been awaiting 
such trial for months. The excuse was that 
there were not Judges enough to try cases. 
That is not the case since the election of the 
six Judges in June. All the Jadges will meet 
Saturday next on their return from their va- 
cations to submit the new Jury law to a vote 
of the people and to arrange for the business 
of the courts. There have been two Judges 
engaged in the Criminal Court now for over 
ayear. They have hot been able to keep up 
with the criminal business. Why not ap- 
point another Judge for the next term and 
until the criminal docket is cleared? Another 
Judge can be spared from the civil courts. 
In fact there is not room now in the Civil- 
Court Buildings for all the law Judges.

There may be innocent men now in jail 
who cannot get bail. To delay the trial of 
such men is a cruel wrong, as there can be 
no adequate reason now for doing it. The 
delay of trial is demoralizing in the case of 
bona fide criminals. Their friénds are all the 
time before the case is called petitioning and 
beseeching to get those criminals off, labor- 
ing with witnesses and persons likely to be 
jurors in their interest, and placing other ob- 
stacles in the way of their conviction. All 
the time the accused party may be in jail as- 
sociating with the worst criminals. When 
sentence comes it has not the same punitive 
effect that it would have if it followed soon 
after the crime or the indictment. It would 
be a novelty in this county if the jail crim- 
inal docket was once cleared. 

In the interest of justice, in the interest of 
the taxpayers, and in order to secure a 
proper enforcement and due respect for the 
law a third Judge should be employed in the 
Criminal Court next Monday. There is 
plenty of work on the docket to keep the 
three Judges busy. With the growth in 
population crime grows in volume and more 
Judges are needed to handle it. 


It is understood that an ordinance pro- 
viding that railroad companies shall fence in 
their tracks between crossings and erect 
guard gates at all crossings at which there 
are no viaducts will be introduced at the 
meeting of the City Council Monday. A 
message from the Mayor recommending 
prompt action will probably accompany the 
ordinance, the terms of which have been 
practically agreed on by the Council Com- 
mittee on Railroads in conference with the 
Mayor and Commissioner Swift. The main 
difficulty in securing favorable action will 
probably arise out of the clause which pro- 
hibits the railroads from keeping their gates 
down longer than five minutes at any one 
time. The railroad Aidermen in the Council 
will try to modify this clause in the interest 
of their clients—the rights of the people oo- 
cupying a secondary place in their minds. 

The question of building viaducts will be 
dealt with in an independent ordinance. The 
companies using the Kinzie street tracks 
have accepted the Mayor’s terms. They will 
build the viaducts and approaches at the 
Carpenter, May, Lincoln, and Elizabeth 
street crossings, also at the Ashland avenue 
and Western avenue crossings, if they are 
permitted to run trains within the city limits 
at the rate of twenty miles an hour. When 
the Kinzie street companies are dealt with 
the companies using Sixteenth street will 
have to make some arrangements equally sat- 
isfactory to the Mayor and the people.

The War on Soft-Coal Rates. 

There is but little probability that the troubles 
over soft-coal rates between the Northwestern 
lines can be speedily adjusted. The meeting to 
have been held in this city tomorrow to adjust 
the difficulties and restore rates has been in- 
definitly postponed, owing to the alleged inabil- 
ity of managers of some of the roads attend. 

ere can be no doubt that if all the roads had 
earnestly desired an adjustment of complica- 
tions their managers would readily have found 
time to attend a meeting. The rate on soft coal 
from Spring Valley and Chicago to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis is still % cents per ton. But 
as the Milwaukee & St. Paul and some of the 
other Northwestern lines are also making a - 
cent rate from Wilm n, Streator, and other 
Illinois and Indiana mining points, which leaves 
them but 55 cents from Chicago to St. Paul, as 
they have to pay 40 cents to the roads bringing 
the coal from the mines to Chicago, the Chicago 
& Northwestern, if it persists in making the same 
rate from Spring Valley and Chicago to St. Paul 
asthe proportion accepted by ijs competitors 
from Chicago it will have to reduce its rate from 
Spring Valley and Chicago to 55 cents per ton, 
which would be the lowest rate ever made on 
soft coai from Chicago to St. Paul. It is hardly 
probable that the competitors of the Northwest- 
ern would meet a 55-cent rate, because that would 
leave them a proportion of but 15 cents per ton 
from Ohicago. 


Reduction in Dressed-Beef Rates from Kan- 
gas City. 

The Chicago & Alton has given the required 
fifteen days’ notice that, commencing Oct. 4, it 
would make the same rates on dressed beef from 
Kansas City and Sothwestern Missouri River 
points as the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
makes under the notorious Hammond contract 
from Omaha and Council Bluffs.

r. Frake admitted that many persons sent out 
by the Police Justices had been refused ad- 
mission, but 1 Sec. 5 of the charter of the 
institution as his authority foi the sction taken. 
The section provi that inebriates may. with 
the consent of the agers of the institution,” 
be sent to the home. Tho option conferred b 
the section, Mr. Frake said, was only taken ad- 
vantage of when the inebriate was past hope of 
reformation, and his presence in the home would 
be but a menace to the morals of the other in- 
mates, Justice Lyon said the institution had no 
right to discriminate in favor ot the drunkard in 
broadcloth as against the drunkard in rags.

Anthracite May Be $9 or $10 by Christmas. 

Col. W. P. Rend is authority for the statement 
that before snow flies anthracite coal will be up 
to $9 or $10 per ton. He gives as reasons for the 
faith that is in him the recent advance in wages 
to the miners in the hard-coal regions, the 
scarcity of the articie, and the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill. In conversation yesterday he said 
that the local wholesale dealers were daily in 


receipt of telegrams from points in Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Dakota, Montana, Nebraska, etc., beg- 
ging for shipments of anthracite, but as 
there was none to ship nothing could be done te 
meet the demand. He also said there were thou- 
sands of places north of the Ohio River that could 
not get coal at any price, and that from 
resent indications that kina of fuel was going to 
an expensive luxury this winter. e only 
points in the country where anthracite was not 
scarce were a few distributing centres in New 
England and the Eastern States. Throughout 
the West and Northwest the present scarcity 
almost amounted to a famine. Hard coal 
had not been so scarce in twenty years, 
and the demand was such that it could not 
he met. In accounting for the scarcity and pre- 
vailing high price, he said there was a combina- 
tion of the producers in the East who regulated 
both the price and output, but he denied that its 
profits were exorbitant. This coal was selling 
at the mines at from $2.50 to $2.75 per ton whole- 
sale, which gave a profit of from $1 to $1.25 per 
ton to the producer. The 2 to Chicago by 
rail was A per ton, which was 75 cents more than 
before the Inter-State Commerce bill became a 
law. and with the article at $7.25, its present 
price, it would be seen that the local retailer 
was onl — from 50 to 8 cents on each ton

Heapquarters IIII Nos Rrver ImMPRoyve- 
MENT COMMITTEE, Pzort4, III., Sept. 15.—To 
give a general idea of the scope of the Illinois 
River improvement sought to be advanced by 
the holding of the coming convention at Peo- 
ria Oct. 11, 1887, and to indicate its National 


importance and the extent to which the Fed- 
eral Government is committed to the project, 


the committee would respectfully invite a 


careful perusal of a few extracts from the re- 
ports of the United States Engineers, Ma. 
Thomas H. Handbury and Maj. W. H. Ben- 
yaurd, who were required by Congress to in- 


vestigate the cost and feasibility of the 


scheme. 


THE LOWER ILLINOIS. 

Maj. Hand bury in his report says: 

“The project now in the course of execu- 
tion for the reach of the Lilinois River lying 
between the State lock at Copperas Creek 
and che mouth, a distance of 135 miles, con- 


templates the construction of two locks and 
dams, and the dredging of a channel-way 


where necessary so as to insure a continuous 


depth throughout of not less than seven feet 
at low water. 


„The sites selected for the locks and dams 


are: One at Kampsville, about thirty miles 
above the mouth of the river; the other ut 
La Grange, forty-five miles above Kamps- 


ville. These locks are 350 feet long and 75 
feet wide, with seven feet over mitre at low 


water. 


The ultimate object of this improvement 
is to provide a channel-way from the lower 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi

Were this sum available for operations dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year the larger part of 
the work, except the ging, could be com- 
pleted before its end. ä 

„The Government owns two good dredges, 
built — for operations in this 
part o the river; but, on ac- 
count of insufficiency of appropriations, 
these lie idle for at least seven months in the 
year. All this time they are deteriorating, 
and, when funds become available and they 
are called into use about the lock sites, con- 
siderable amounts must e time be ex- 
pended to put them in even a reasonable 
state of repair. The steamboats, barges, 
and other parts of the plant provided for this 
work are similarly situa If the work 
were shed to completion all this outfit 
would — available for some other local- 
ity and thus save the Government the cost 
of duplication and continual repairs. 

* en this work is completed it will then 
be practicable for the large steamers belong. 
ing to the Upper and Lower Mississippi 
Rivers to come with their unbroken cargoes 
to within 100 miles of Lake Michigan. All

FROM LA SALLE TO JOLIET. 

“The Illinois River, from the western ter- 
minus of the Lilinois * Michigan Canal at La 
Salle to Copperas Creek, about eighty miles 
below, has been improved by the State of 
Illinois by means of two locks and dams sim- 
ilar to those in process of construction by the 
United States on the river below. From 
Salle to Joliet the Illinois and Desplaines 
Rivers have been carefully surveyed, and 
plans and estimates of cost for their improve- 
ment to the same navigable capacity as the 
river below have been made and submitted 
by Maj. W. H. H. Benyaurd, Corps of Eu- 

ers, United States army, and may be 
ound in the Chief Engineer’s report for 1884, 
page 1,958. The estimated cost for improving 
this reach of the river is $3,433,562. e dis- 
tance is sixty-four miles, and the fall 100 
feet. Congress has now before it the en- 
gineering data sho the feasibility and 
cost of water communication between the

WHAT ENGINEDR BENYAORD SAYS. 

Maj. Benyaurd, in speaking of the rivers 
— Lae pr 2 La 5 —— ei above 
refer to aj. Han ’ : 

“ The survey was commenced at Dam 1, on 


5 ines River at Joliet, and continued 
to a point pr tho [ilinois River near La Salle, 
where Illinois & Michigan Canal enters 


the pool created by the lock and dam con- 
structed by the State at Henry. 

“The rivers have an average width of 
about 600 teet, with banks from eight to 
twenty-three feet in hight above low water, 
so that within ordinary stages the stream 
flows within fixed banks. The oscillation be- 
tween high and low water is about fifteen 
feet, though a hight of twenty-three feet has 
been recorded, occasioned by an icegorge. 

‘‘ The fall in the low-water surface between 
points indicated above, a distance of 64.2 
miles, is 100.25 feet. This fall is not, however, 
equally distributed over the entire distance, 
but occurs at various points, n at 
the ripples separating the different pools, 
— amounting in some cases to ton feet per 


e. 
It is evident, after consideration, that the 
only feasible plan to render the stream navi- 
gable is to slackwater the entire distance. 
. « « This can be accomplished by the 
construction of nine locks and dame. 
In addition to the uisit locks and dams 
the plan also contemplates the construction 
of ashort canai at the falls of Joliet and 
one at Marseilles. The locations of the vari- 
ous structures and the two canals were fixed 
upon so that there should be no conflict be- 
tweea the United States and persons owning 
valuable manufacturing interests along the 


river where water-power is used. Cer- 
tain low lands will be submerged 
if the plan be carried into execution. 


Very little of it, however, is of any consider- 
able value, and can very easily be estimated 
for. On this point the notes are very com- 
plete, and the maps are constructed showing 
the contours at every five feet elevation, so 
that the amount and character of the land 
submerged at any hight above low water can 
readily be determined. The estimated cost 
of improvement, with locks having chambers 
850 feet and 75 feet wide (being the same 
size of those of the lower river, and svfficient 
to pass 13 largest Mississippi steamers) is 


. Benyaurd is emphatically in favor of 
using the 18 laines Rivers, and 


says: 

„Looking at the matter in an ——— 
point of view, it is difficult to underst an 
what led originally to the construction of the 
canal rather than to the improvement of the 
natural channefof the river.“ 

The locks and dams at Henry and Joliet 
were ceded to the Federal Government at the 
last session of the General Assembly, and it 
is not required that such act be ratified by 
the people. (See Session Laws 1887, page 
222.) The entire work is now ready for the 
General Government, on the acceptance of 
this 22 enter upon its completion. 

Under these circumstances, then, it would 
seem to this committee that the eminently 
opportune time has arrived to push forward 
the grand scheme of connecting the lakes 
with the Great River. The United States 
engineers directed by Congress to survey and 
estimate the cost and M of the 
scheme report enthusiastically favorable: 
and all that is necessary is for the friends of 
the meritdrious project “throughout tne 
whole Mississippi Valley, gulf, and 
lake regions to organize a Vvig- 
orous and systematic presentation of 
the subject to Congress in connection with 
all other — peo im severe, and 
speedy success unquestionably ensue.

In estimating for the an- 
nual expenses of the schools the amound paid 
for instruction in those new branches is 
bulked with the salaries of the peer teachers 
in order to bamboozle the Controller, the Alder- 
men, and the public. No definit information 
can be had on the subject from the old 
officials of the board. They are afraid of incur- 
ring the dispieasure of the faddists. It is neces- 
sary to delve through the flies of the School 
Board's proceedings and to make independent 
investigations to get at the truth. As a result of 
such a method of inquiry THE TRIBUNE presents 
the rollowing figures showing the cost of the fads 
and follies in salaries alone:

in instruction in the time-wasting fads and 
tooleries, and that therefore one-fourth of all ex- 
penses outside salaries is poe gen to them. 

The figures as presented need no comment to 
impress their importanee on the public. | What 
is the new School Board going to do abut the 
matter? Will they reform any of those abuses 
and restore to the children some or all of the 
lost time which should be devoted to real and 
useful studies? 


Commercial Union with Canada, 

Philadelphia Record: There are geographical 
reasons why many Canadians desire commercial 
union with the United States. What are called 
the Maritime Provinces—Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island—are 
much more favorably situated for trade with 
the United States than with the other Provinces 
of the Dominion. The St. John (N. B.) Telegraph 
shows that during the ten years from 1851 to 
1861, in seven of which there was reciprocity with 
the United States, — 2 in popu- 
lation 19.8 per cen ew Brunswic per 
cent, and Prince Edward Island 37 per cent— 
an average of W per cent.
